EDUCATION IN | HONGKONG. 
THE TEACHING OF ‘ENGLISH, 
 WHERR DOES.THE FAULT LIE? ~ 


A considerable amount of interest: has 
been aroused over the question of tho 
teaching of English in the local echools, 
Mr. Lau Chu Pak, whose authority on 
this subject can scarcely be questioned, haa 
said -"that Chinose boys learning Eng- 
lish nowadays do not,: aa a rule, Write 


and spenk the language so well o4 atudents 
of a decado or two ago.” In his opinion 
the Fault lies in the cramming. of too 
many subjects into the boys’ heads, and 
H.E, ‘the. Governor, -who endorses this, 
view, has appointed a small committee 
to investigate tho matter and:to report 
upon what changes may be considered 
necessary, in. the school eurriculam. 

As a general‘rulo, of course, a school 
curriculum is drawn yp ‘in accordance 
with. the requirements, of tho examinu- 
tions for ‘whic the boys have ‘to sit, and 
it has been suggested that the demands 
made by the University. Matriculation 
examination may be ono ofthe causes 
which lead to ths overcrowding of tho 
sylinbus, Mr. J. D. Wright, Professor 
of Englieh at the “University, in an in- 
teresting letter published in ‘the Daily 
Press on Thursday, protested strongly 
against this theory, and, yesterday, dur- 
ding the course of an intorview with a 
Daily Press representative, ke dealt some- 
what more fully ‘with various points 
which have been ‘raised during the dis- 
cussion,: = Renee tee : 

, Our representative asked: Whilo the 
minimum number of subjects for the 
Matriculation oxemination is fivo, is it 
not the case that some of thesd five sub- 
jects aro sub-divided into a number of 


.others, cach of which requires. special 


study ? ( 
Pe Mr. Wright--That is true of Mathema- 
ica, 

Does it not also apply to English ? 

No; at loast not to anything like the 
same extent. English is divided into 
estny-writing, grammar, and dictation, 
and a sct book. : : 

I presume you will agree that the 
Chinese -boy, in acquiring o knowledge 
of English, is handicapped?. oe fe 

Mr. Wright—Yos, the Chinese. boy has 
tromendous diffculties in hiy way, and 
I agree with the standpoint: of the Dacly 
Preee—that the difficulties ‘aro much 
greatcr for the Chinese boy than for the 
English boy, because the English Tan- 
guage is so. absolutely different from the 
Chinese language. Even after a Chinese 
boy docs know some English his rate of 
progress is slow. An English boy learn- 
ing French or German, for instance, will 
find a. great similarity between’ large: 
numbers of Frenth and German “words 
and English words; but the Chinesa boy 
deca not have: the assistance thet. ‘this 
similarity gives in hig acquirement of 
English, and he is to that extent, handi- 
capped, sae 

Is ig not a heavy handicap? 

It is. In Mathernatics the handicap. is 
not so great, as symbolism. enters largely 
into the teaching of that subject. As -a- 
proof of this I may point out that“ai the 
recent Matriculation we had a number of
